No charter is perfect; the one we live under 
Sa id now is the original document adopted by the voters some 
years ago. It is likely that experience indicates the need 
for some changes — in the direction of improving the 
charter. 
= The Selectmen could, as a policy matter, appoint a 


committee to study the charter in relation to its operation. 
That committee could come up with sensible recommenda- 
tions — perhaps for some changes, possibly urging no 
alterations at all. 

We merely feel that it is time to take another close look 
at the document, to be certain that its provisions are still 
the very best the town can have. 

We feel certain that some residents — even a few of 


those who opposed this plan — now feel that it is working 
to the town’s advantage. Thus our suggestion is meant to
